It became apparent yesterday: that the

NEW YORK’S WATER HIGHWAY? 
The Merchants’ - Association’s re- 
quest that the United States should re- 
linquish ‘‘ control’’ over the Barge 
Canal and. discontinue ‘‘ canal opera- 
tion ’’ is supported by the New York 
State Canal ‘Board. But the Director 
of the Division of Inlarid Railways of 
the Railroad Administration in his an- 
nual report declares that the Barge 
Canal was never in his- possession or 
control. ‘The Federal: Administration 
operated barges thfough the canal on 
the same terms as others, and at large 
expense in operation, to say nothing of 
cost of building boats ‘for the service, 
The loss fell from $500,000 in 1918 % 
$140,000 in 1919, and eventually there 
may be a profit, but at presént there 
would be a loss of something more 
than money if the Federal service 
were to.be discontinued. There are 
now 15, 000,000 bushels of grain at 
Buffalo which must be carried by the 
railways if the* Federal: barges are 
withdrawn, for there is ho other 
equipment, anid’ none ' can be extem- 
porized. From tinge to time there haye 
been statements of the plans of pri- 
vate carriers. on the canal, but they: 
have not smaterialized thus far. In 
fact, there is ‘complaint that the. oper- 
ation of the Federal barges is the rea- 
son why the canals in their enlarged 
state, and with the agsistance of Fed- 
eral power barges, carried’ less than 
in the time of the horse-drawn 250-ton, 
boat era. Private carriers. will not 
compete with the Government, it’ is 
said, and therefore the United: States

One of .the principal 
things we must look for is the develop- 
ment of an independent system of com- 
munication, one that can be used by 
every American business man, that will 
ke independent of all others, that will 
lead to all parts of the world without 
being subject to the supervision of a 
censor of any other power."’ 

He appealed to the shipping men for 
their co-operation, and said that the 
competition was so keen that he knew 
the board would be attacked from every 
angle, and added: ‘‘We must always 
be on our guard against insidious and 
falsifying propaganda.’’ He made a 
plea for the development of American 
inventions aboard ship, and gaid he 
hoped that the time was not far dis- 
tant when the entire personnel of the 
American ships will be American. 
“Every dollar that is in our shipping 
must be an American dollar,” he de- 
clared.
